NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

ANIMAL  CASINGS  FROM  THE  FRENCH  PROTECTORATE  OF  MOROCCO 

The  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  Ma}7  1939,  prohibiting 
the  importation  of  animal  casings  from  the  French  Protectorate  of  Morocco  except 
upon  disinfection,  is  hereby  revoked.  Accordingly,  in  the  future  animal  casings 
from  the  French  Protectorate  of  Morocco  may  be  imported  into  the  United  States 
without  disinfection  when  accompanied  with  the  certificate  required  by  B.  A.  I. 
Order  305,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  Director  General  of  Agriculture,  Com- 
merce, and  Colonization. 

COLORING  SAUSAGE  AND  OTHER  MEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS  STUFFED  IN  CASINGS 

Provided  the  dyes  do  not  penetrate  into  the  food  product,  sausage  and  other 
meat  food  products  prepared  in  casings  may  be  colored  artificially  by — 

1.  Dipping  the  heated  product  in  a  heated  solution  of  approved  certified  dye. 

2.  Spraying  the  heated  product  with  a  heated  solution  of  approved  certified 
dye. 

3.  Cooking  the  product  in  a  solution  of  approved  certified  dye. 

All  the  approved  food  dyes  suitable  for  application  to  sausage  casings  have  the 
property  of  dyeing  animal  tissues  directly  by  entering  into  chemical  combination 
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with  them.     Establishments  using  the  dyes  will,  therefore,  be  expected  to  observe 
the  following  precautions  to  avoid  penetration  of  the  dye  into  the  stuffed  product 

1.  The  surface  of  the  product  should  first  be  well  dried  by  heat,  by  smoking 
in  a  heated  chamber,  or  otherwise,  so  that  the  casings  will  be  in  good  condition  to 
take  up  the  dye. 

2.  To  insure  prompt  and  effective  action  of  the  dye,  both  product  and  dye 
solution  should  be  heated  to  the  highest  practicable  temperature  consistent  with 
the  quality  of  the  product. 

3.  Surplus  dye  should  be  removed  immediately  by  spraying  with  hot  water, 
as  surplus  dye  is  likely  to  penetrate  into  the  product  after  cooling. 

4.  The  strength  of  the  dye  solution  should  not  exceed  that  required  for  effec- 
tive coloring.  One  ounce  of  certified  dye  in  500  gallons  of  water  is  enough  when 
the  product  is  cooked  in  the  dye  solution.  Somewhat  stronger  dye  solutions 
may  be  used  for  application  by  dipping  or  spraying. 

5.  The  product  shall  not  be  soaked  in  a  dye  solution  or  subjected  to  prolonged 
spraying  with  a  dye  solution. 

6.  Inasmuch  as  a  slight  acidity  is  favorable  to  the  action  upon  animal  tissues 
of  all  the  approved  dyes  suitable  for  application  to  animal  casings,  acidification 
of  the  dye  solution  with  vinegar,  lactic  acid,  or  citric  acid  is  permissible. 

Artificial  color  may  be  applied  superficially  to  meat  food  products  stuffed  in 
hydrocellulose  casings,  and  the  casings  may  later  be  removed  and  the  superficially 
colored  product  distributed  from  the  establishment  if  marked  "Artificially  col- 
ored." The  declaration,  "Casing  colored,"  is  not  applicable  to  products  from 
which  the  casings  have  been  removed.  The  coloring  shall  be  confined  to  the 
surface  of  the  product,  with  no  greater  tolerance  for  penetration  than  is  allowed 
for  products  in  animal  casings. 

Inspectors  will  examine  artificially  colored  products  after  completion  of  the 
coloring  process  for  dye  penetration.  When  links  or  pieces  of  the  colored  product 
are  cut  or  broken,  no  visible  ring  of  dyed  meat  or  product  shall  appear.  When 
such  dye  penetration  is  observed,  immediate  correction  of  the  faulty  procedure 
will  be  required.  If  products  in  casings  which  have  been  overtreated  with  arti- 
ficial color  are  to  be  reworked,  all  dyed  portions  must  be  removed. 

This  notice  supersedes  the  notice  appearing  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announce- 
ments for  January  1923,  page  2,  "Coloring  Sausage  Casings  by  Cooking  in  Lieu 
of  Dipping,"  and  the  instructions  respecting  application  of  artificial  color  to 
sausage  in  artificial  hydrocellulose  casings  contained  in  Circular  Letter  No.  1493, 
dated  September  22,  1927. 

CURED  MEAT  FOR  ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

The  Bureau  has  been  officially  informed  that  the  1925-27  Public  Health  (Pre- 
servatives, etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations  of  England  and  Wales  have  been  amended 
to  permit  the  importation  of  meat  cured  with  mixtures  to  which  sodium  nitrite, 
as  such,  has  been  added.  Accordingly,  the  last  paragraph  of  the  notice  in  Service 
and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  September  1937  under  the  caption  "Meat  for 
England  and  Wales"  prohibiting  the  use  of  sodium  nitrite,  as  such,  in  curing 
mixtures  for  meat  destined  to  England  and  Wales  is  hereby  revoked. 

MARKING  HOG  CARCASSES  EXPORTED  TO  CANADA 

Hereafter,  the  marks  of  inspection  shall  be  placed  on  each  ham,  shoulder,  back, 
belly,  and  loin  of  hog  carcasses,  whether  split  or  unsplit,  exported  from  the 
United  States  to  Canada.  Care  should  be  taken  to  require  that  such  marks  be 
applied  so  that  they  will  be  clearly  legible  upon  arrival  at  destination.  This 
notice  supersedes  Circular  Letter  No.  2209.

LEAVE  WITHOUT  PAY  MAY  NOT  EXCEED  ONE  YEAR 

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  has  advised  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  as  follows: 

The  Commission  does  not  consider  that  an  employee  who  has  been  on  furlough  in  excess  of  1  year  is  on 
the  rolls  of  tbe  department  in  which  he  formerly  served.  If  an  appointing  officer  wishes  to  restore  such  an 
employee  to  duty,  he  should  request  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  reinstate  him  in  accordance  with 
civil  service  rule  IX. 

The  Commission  will  not  require,  corrective  aotion  in  the  case  of  employees  now  on  duty  who  have  been 
restored  to  duty  after  a  furlough  exceeding  1  year. 

In  view  of  the  above,  the  Director  of  Personnel,  under  date  of  November  3, 
1939,  has  issued  instructions  that  no  employee  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
will  hereafter  be  furloughed  or  granted  leave  without  pay,  for  any  reason,  for 
periods  in  excess  of  1  year.  This  requirement  will  apply  uniformly  to  all  em- 
ployees regardless  of  the  reason  for  furlough  or  leave  without  pay. 

TEACHING  BY  FEDERAL  EMPLOYEES 

The  Department  has  issued  Personnel  Circular  No.  80,  dated  November  6, 
1939,  on  the  subject  "Teaching  and  Instruction  by  Federal  Officers  and  Em- 
ployees."    The  circular  contains  information  as  to  the  interpretation  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  the  Executive  order  of  October  13,  1905,  as  amended, 
[  which  reads  in  part  as  follows : 

I  No  officer  or  emplovee  of  the  Government  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  instruct  or  be  concerned  in  any 
j  manner  in  the  instruction  of  any  person  or  classes  of  persons,  with  a  view  to  their  special  preparation  for  the 
|j  examinations  of  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission.    *    *    * 

Any  employee  of  the  Bureau  who  is  now  engaged  in  teaching  work,  or  who  may 
contemplate  teaching,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  a  Federal  employee  should 
make  a  request  of  his  inspector  in  charge  or  other  supervisory  official  for  a  copy 
of  the  circular.  Such  officials  should  order  the  circular  from  the  Washington 
office  on  Form  P-l.
